Many actors have made fortunes 
only to lose them . 
Jackie Coogan 
made his before he was old enough 
to realize what it meant, but he 
d id n t lose it. 
Jack Coogan, his 
father, saw to that. That was why 
the elder Coogan s death, in the re­ 
cent tragedy, m eant a double loss to 
the boy who now is a university stu ­ 
dent and 20 years old. 
Appointed G uardians 
Tile elder Coogan was known in 
Hollywood as a shrewd business man 
and a good bargainer. 
He had 
known enough of the hardships of 
the actor's life to want to provide 1 
for the future, and he had some 
good hunches about investments. 
When it came time to sign Jackie to 
a new contract, th e father saw to it 
th a t the Coogan “corporation’’ rated 1 
a percentage of receipts as well as 
salary. 
In order to avert suspicion th a t 
they might be profiting unduly from 
exploitation of their child prodigy, 
the Coogans had themselves ap ­ 
pointed Jackie's legal guardians. As 
such they would have to give peri­ 
odic accountings of their steward- ' 
ship. 
Fortune Multiplied 
For a time the Coogan fortunes, 
even after Jackie temporarily sus­ 
pended hts career, multiplied rap­ 
idly. In a studio vault was kept, in 
cash, $50,000 
It was "ready money" 
always available for quick invest­ 
ments. He bought, in Jackie's name, 
real estate and oil wells and fancy 
automobile agencies. 
He built pub­ 
lic garages.
